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PACKERS  AND  STOCKYARDS  MERGES  WITH  AMS 


BROWN  TO  HEAD 
BLOOD  PROGRAM 

Robert  B.  Brown,  assistant  deputy 
administrator,  AMS,  was  named 
AMS  chairman  of  the  blood  donor 
program  effective  the  first  of  the 
year.  Brown  replaces  Earl  C. 
Branche  who  retired  from  USDA  the 
end  of  December. 

In  looking  back  over  last  year's 
record,  Brown  stated  that  almost  10 
percent  of  all  AMS  employees  in  the 
Washington,  D.  C.  area  were  blood 
donors.  This  makes  AMS  the  leader 
in  the  USDA  blood  donations. 
Brown  said  that  he  looks  forward  to 
greater  participation  in  the  coming 
year. 

Giving  direction  to  such  voluntary 
programs  as  the  blood  donor 
program  is  not  new  to  Brown;  he  has 
been  associated  with  the  Combined 
Federal  Campaign  and  the  Savings 
Bonds  Series  E  campaign  at  AMS  in 
the  past  few  years.  His  record  of 
achievement  is  a  good  one. 

Speaking  about  such  programs. 
Brown  said,  "I  feel  these  programs 
are  important  to  the  agency;  and 
because  of  my  location  in  the 
administrator's  office,  I'm  in  an 
ideal  position  to  give  the  proper 
emphasis  to  such  important  and 
worthwhile  causes." 

Taking  note  of  the  1977  figures. 
Administrator  Barbara  Schlei  said 
"We  are  very  proud  of  last  year's 
results,  not  just  because  of  the 
percentage  of  agency  participation, 
but  knowing  the  real  help  the  gift  of 
blood  provides  to  those  in  desperate 
need."  Schlei  added  that  "through 
our  combined  efforts  and  under  Bob 
Brown's  leadership,  I'm  sure  we  can 
increase  our  participation  next 
year."

The  function  of  P&SA  has  been  to 
establish  regulations  to  insure  fair 
business  practices  and  free  and  open 
competition  in  the  purchase  of  live- 
stock and  poultry  and  in  the  sale  of 
these  products. 

The  regulations  not  only  safe- 
guard the  farmers  and  ranchers 
from  unfair  marketing  practices, 
they  also  protect  consumers  and 
members  of  the  livestock  and 
poultry  and  marketing  and  meat 
industries.  This  will  not  change. 

With  the  merger,  Charles  B. 
Jennings  took  the  title  of  deputy 
administrator  for  packers  and  stock- 
yards. Paschal  O.  Drake  became 
assi-itiint  deputy  administrator. 

John  A.  Sands  Jr.  remains 
director  of  the  packer  and  poultry 
division,  and  Harry  L.  Williams 
remains  director  of  the  livestock 
marketing  division.  The  industry 
analysis  staff  is  headed  by  Gerald 
Engelman  with  John  Coyne  as 
executive  assistant. 

Jennings  was  appointed  by 
Secretary  Bergland  as  admin- 
istrator of  P&SA  in  the  summer  of 
1977.  Before  coming  to  Washington, 
Jennings  was  president  of  the 
Kansas  City  Stock  Yards  Company, 
a  company  which  operates  one  of  the 
major  livestock  markets  in  the 
nation. 

From  1962  until  1970,  Jennings 
was  president  of  the  American 
Stockyards  Association,  coming  to 
that  position  from  the  Denver  Union 
Stock  Yard  Company  where  he  was 
vice-president.  Jennings  is  no 
stranger  to  USDA  for  he  began  his 
career  in  1946  reviewing  trade 
practices  in  the  livestock  marketing 
industry  in  district  offices  in  Kansas 
City,  Cleveland,  Oklahoma  City, 
Chicago  and  Denver.
